Kenneth Wayne Paterson, of Bent Street, Al- 
tona, Morris Tate, of Maidstone Street, Altona, 
Robert Trembath, of Seaview ‘Crescent, Seaholme 
and Ross Sutherland, of Bracken Grove, Altona, were 
all charged that they did each drive a car on a high- 
way, The Esplanade, Altona, at a speed dangerous to 
the public, having regard to the traffic that might 
be, or reasonably be expected to be on it. 


They were also charged with exceeding 35 
m.p.h. in a 35 m.p.h. zone. They all pleaded not 
guilty to driving at dangerous speed. Paterson and 
Trembath were represented by. Mr. J. Roberts and 
Sutherland by Mr. Perry. Tate was undefended. 


Constable A. Timms said On May 30 Const. Timms

Ist QUARTER 
South went into attack im- 


mediawly and after a short 
batile Ted Bloomfield sent a 
glorious kick in from the flank 
which was marked by Nicky 
Stoios in the goal square. He 
made no mistake and South 
had started in grand style. 

They were winning in the 
air but were having trouble 
breaking away from the crow- 
ded packs. Bernie Smith was 
defending stoutly for INF, 
whilst his brother, Brian,’ was 
dominating ,the centre. 

South's forwards looked 
good as they made good posi- 
tion and often left the INF 
defence standing.

The two ply sack, which 
has the capacity of a large 
size garbage bin, is attached 
to a metal nolder and after 
filling the sack is closed and 
left for collection. The house- 
holder then places 4 fresh 
sack on the holder ready for 
use. This simple procedure 
dispenses with the need to 
pick up the empty bin and 
lid and the subsequent re- 
turn of these to the rear of 
the house for cleaning. The 
risk of disease transmitted 
from the gloves of the coilec- 
tor to the housewife and her 
family via the handle of the 
lid is also eliminated.

He and constable Wiltshire 
took them to the Altona 
police station and asked for 
their names and addresses.

He told ‘him it was no 
way to speak and Emerson 
tried to hit him, but he 
ducked. He then pug 
Emerson away. Another 
came up and told them they 
had better go as Emerson 
was the police inspector for 
Altona. 

He replied, “Even if he is, 
he is not God.” 


Emerson returned with a 
uniformed guard and took 
them to the police station. 
There Emerson took a pistol 
out of his pocket and showed 
them what could happen to 
them. He then ‘took a piece 
of rubber out and hit them 
with it. 


Martinoy, admitted 
previous conviction for offen- 
sive behaviour. He denied 
saying to Emerson, “I'll rip 
your guts with a knife,” and 
said only a coward needed a 
knife.

auction plan to protect the 
industry, and has declared it 
to be an urgent necessity. 

Any change in the method 
of wool marketing will require 
the approval of Australian 
wool growers by referendum. 

Labor also believes the pro- 
Posed increase in the wool 
Fromotion levy from 10/- to 
44/- per bale is excessive, and 
will limit the capacity of wool 
growers to contribute towards 
the cost of a new marketing 
scheme. 

However, it fully recognises 
the necessity to continue the 
promotion of wool for the 
benefit of the industry, and 
the ational economy, and 
has restated its policy of 
matching the present wool 
promotion levy on a £1 for 
£1 basis by a Commonwealth 
contribution. 

It will also review the pro- 
motional levy annually, and 
keep the Commonwealth con- 
tribution in line with that of 
the wool growers. 

The implementation of this 
policy, particularly in regard 
to marketing, would have 
been a reality if Labor had 
not been so narowly defeated 
in the 1961 Federal elections. 

The present marketing sys- 
tem must be replaced by a 
scheme which will ensure 
growers a guaranteed price to 
enable them to place their 
production on an economic 
basis. 

It should be obvious even 
to Sir William Gunn that 
growers cannot be stampeded 
by high pressure sales talk 
into excessively high increases 
in promotion levies until such 
time as they have a satisfac- 
tory marketing system.
